Edward Zaharichuk is a man 
who literally received a second 
chance at life- and he doesn’t 
take one second of the gift of 
life for granted. 

A lifelong Alberta resident, 
Zaharichuk underwent a suc¬ 
cessful heart transplant in late 
1994. Having had to wait a 
considerable period of time 
before a suitable donor was 
located, he is acutely aware of 
the need to increase public 
awareness of human organ 
donor requirements. 

The path he chose to em¬ 
phasize this need turned out to 
be the number two highway 
between his home town of Ed¬ 
monton and his destination- 
Calgary. His plan was to skate 
from Edmonton to Calgary to 
raSe awareness of the crucial 
need tor organ donations. On 
October 10, Zaharichuk 
strapped on a patr of 
rollerblades and skated out of 
the University of Edmonton 
parking lot trailed by his Hu¬ 
man Organ Procurement and 
Exchange [H.O.P.E.) travel¬ 
ling pit crew' as they wound 
their way south, with stopping 
points at sites along the route. 
The journey ended Oct. 20 in 
Calgary where he was met by a 
contingent of well-wishers at 
the conclusion of his trek to 
Calgary. 

The H.O.P.E. team arrived 
in Didsbury the evening of Oct. 
19. On Thursday morning a 
group local residents includ¬ 
ing representatives from the 
local health region, town coun¬ 
cil and Didsbury High School 
gathered in the Didsbury hos¬ 
pital foyer to hear him speak 
and shake his hand. 

Aletter from minister Shirley 
McLellan expressing support 
for his efforts was read aloud, 
eliciting a quip from 
Zaharichuk.

family is aware of what your 
intentions are so there is no 
confusion when the time 
comes." 

Gail Weaver, Transplant 
Coordinator for the H.O.P.E. 
program echoed Overwater’s 
appeal as she stepped forward 
to address those gathered. 

She asked how many were 
aware that the organ and tis¬ 
sue donation card was no 
longer located on the back of 
new driver’s licences, but was 
now located on the reverse side 
of Alberta Health Care cards. 

“You'd be surprised how 
many people don't know that,” 
she said. 

She went on to explain that 
the body of the deceased is the 
legal responsibility of the next 
of kin. Permission must still be 
granted by next of kin, even 
when a donor card is signed, so 
she said it was very important 
that the matter be discussed 
with family members to help 
them make difficult decisions 


when time suddenly became a 
critical factor. The stress level 
regarding the organ donation 
decision is almost invariably 
significant, as prospective do¬ 
nors almost without exception 
die following a tragic circum¬ 
stance, following an acute brain 
injury. When an accident re¬ 
sulting in irreversible brain 
damage occurs, the body 
ceases to function soon after¬ 
ward. Organ donation becomes 
viable after brain death has 
occurred, but before the heart 
stops beating, and before dam - 
age to other organs occurs. 

Statistics compiled to De¬ 
cember of 1994 show that the 
number of Canadians waiting 
for transplant organs totalled 
2,091. The t otal in Alberta alone' 
was 196. During that same 
year, the number of Canadi¬ 
ans who died waiting for a 
transplant totalled 138. 

Stepping up to an over-sized 
display of a donor card, 
Zaharichuk explained the van -

While I have never been a political supporter of the NDI\ I did 
watch their recent leadership race with great interest. 

The interest had nothing to do with their viability for leading 
the country as the next government but rather over their role 
in shaping the country's agenda. 

Over the past five years, Canadian politics has taken a severe 
turn to the right thanks to the ministrations of the Reform 
Party. If nothing else, this party has been very good at attracting 
media and shifting the country's attention to the issues on the 
right side of the spectrum. As an example, if the Reformers 
hadn't started pushing the deficit question, would we be 
undergoing such massive budget cuts all across Canada? 
Highly unlikely. As a result of the attention and the downturn 
in the economy which has left most Canadians looking out for 
number one, politic life has made a sharp curve to the right, 
focusing on financial issues like taxation and budgeting. From 
New Brunswick to Saskatchewan, each province has made 
their own attempts to balance the budget. The federal Liberals 
were elected on a Red Book promise to reduce the deficit and 
cut down the debt. These issues have had serious significance 
in each election and have topped the list of voter concerns. 

So what, you may ask, does the NDP have to do with these 
issues, considering their ideology of spending to bring prosper¬ 
ity and happiness to the Canadian public? They are the only 
viable alternative we have to the massive rush to the right 
endemic in federal politics today. As a result of the Reform 
Party's attention grabbing style, federal parties are running 
over each other in the effort to create policy which suits the 
current right leaning attitudes of the vocal Canadian elector¬ 
ate. Both the Liberals, the Conservatives and the Reform Party 
have outlined ideas for policy which basically say the same 
thing - cut, cut, cut, reduce transfers, let Canadians as 
individuals foot more of the bill. It is a short term benefit 
solution but one which seems to make the voters happy. You 
just have to look at Ralph Klein’s Alberta to get a view of that. 
Even governments in traditionally socialist provinces (like 
Manitoba where I am currently on holiday) are planning 
massive layoffs in an attempt to appease these right leaning 
attitudes. 

The NDP are the only really acceptable alternative to that 
shift to the right. They present the opportunity for challenge to 
the other major parties who are currently directing the national 
agenda. Hence the reason for the interest. 

Lome Nystrom promised to push the NDP into the main¬ 
stream if elected. Translation - he would bring economic issues 
to the forefront of the party's agenda. Svend Robinson, on the 
other hand, promised to stay true to his socialist ideals. For me 
though, Alexa McDonough was the unknown factor. Regard¬ 
less of whether or not I could ever consider supporting the NDP, 

I was footing for Svend. In my view, he was the only candidate 
with enough gumption to pull the NDP back into the limelight, 
like in the old Ed Schreyer days and make the NDP agenda part 
ol the national discussion. He was the one who would present 
the other side of the coin to the voters, show them the human 
side of the numbers and give the media some left leaning sound 
bites to chew on while the right side continued their diatribes. 
Balance is the key to any healthy government - hence the 
official opposition idea - and lat ely we haven't had much of that. 

But instead of Svend, the man with the personality to pull it 
off, we get the unknown McDonough. Now we have to wait and 
see what kind of a leader she will be. It is my hope she can grab 
the attention like Robinson because it is past time Canadians 
heard both sides of the story again.

Environment Canada 

Canadians have a strong 
commitment and a strong at¬ 
tachment to the environment. 
It is a part of our heritage and 
a part of what we are. 

During my time as Environ 
ment Minister, I have met some 
incredible people — people who 
spend most of their waking 
hours working on environmen¬ 
tal issues such as climate 
change, biodiversity, reducing 
toxics. 

I have seen communities that 
have fought back against envi¬ 
ronmental degradation to ac¬ 
complish great things. Com 
munities that have restored 
waterways, reduced wast e, pro¬ 
tected wildlife habitat, created 
jobs and sparked fledgling in¬ 
dustries. 

Having seen many of these 
individuals and communities 
in action, I know that the real 
power to make change rests 
with individuals and commu¬ 
nities across Canada. 

Of course, governments and 
industry have a huge obliga¬ 
tion to do a better job of pro¬ 
tecting the environment — but 
without the awareness, under¬ 
standing and action we have in 
the neighborhoods of this coun¬ 
try, we will never achieve our 
goal of becoming a sustainable 


society. 

That’s why I want to tell you 
about a new program that the 
federal government has just 
launched. It's called Action 21. 
We are keeping our Red Book 
commitment to give Canadi¬ 
ans the tools to build environ¬ 
mental considerations into 
their daily lives. 

Action 21 will help local 
groups turn plans for environ¬ 
mental improvements into ac¬ 
tion. Through a community 
funding initiative, we will sup¬ 
port eligible projects that en¬ 
hance, rehabilitate or protect 
the natural environment. 
Projects will require matching 
funds or in-kind support from 
other sponsors. The funding 
initiative will stress measur¬ 
able environmental benefits 
and promote action on priori¬ 
ties like air pollution, climate 
change, biodiversity, toxic sub¬ 
stances and ecosystem con¬ 
servation. 

The program will support 
only non-profit and non gov¬ 
ernmental groups. We are aim¬ 
ing to give national support to 
service clubs, seniors’ organi¬ 
zations, youth groups and en¬ 
vironmental groups. 

We want to support car pool¬ 
ing and transit initiatives be¬ 
cause we think it's important 
to reduce vehicle emissions and 
the effects of climate change. 


We want to support initia¬ 
tives that reduce the use of 
pesticides and fertilizers in 
non-farm settings because we 
think it’s important to improve 
the health status of Canadi¬ 
ans. 

And my hope is that we can 
particularly give a boost to 
young Canadians in their ef¬ 
forts to improve the environ 
ment of their own communi¬ 
ties. They’ll have to do the 
work. They’ll have to raise at 
least half the money. And I 
know they'll do that because 
it's obvious that young Cana 
dians understand that the 
environment is the key to their 
future. 

The program also includes 
a public awareness initiative 
to encourage Canadians to 
make choices in favor of the 
environment. We all need to 
build environmental consid 
erations into our everyday 
activities and we all need t o be 
participants in creating a 
healthy environment in our 
own communities. 

Action 21 has an annual 
budget of $ 10 million provided 
from my department's exist¬ 
ing resources. 

Canadians want to play a 
role in finding the solutions to 
the environmental challenges 
we face. With the help of Ac-

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Three guilty pleas in shoplifting case

Three of four women charged 
with an alleged shoplifting 
spree in Olds last week have 
pleaded guilty to the incident. 

Rita Quewezance, age 25 of 
Calgary and two young women 
pleaded guilty to possession of 
stolen property which was dis¬ 
covered alter RCMPpulled over 
their car after a complaint by a 
shop owner.

The Alberta Association for 
Adult Literacy (AAAL) an¬ 
nounces the opening of the 
Alberta Literacy Helpline. This 
free service is part of a provin¬ 
cial outreach effort to help pro¬ 
spective students and volun¬ 
teers get in touch with pro¬ 
grams available in their com¬ 
munities. 

Statistics Canada estimates 
that there are over 400,000 
Albertans, between the ages of 
16 and 64, who could use help 
in upgrading their reading, 
writing or math skills. Many 
people want to upgrade, but 
they often do not know how to 
find the help they need. 

According to literacy work¬ 
ers, people often feel they’re 
the only one who can’t read or 
write. Some have hidden it and 
kept it secret from family and 
friends for years. "If you take 
that first step of phoning some¬ 
body and finding you’re not 
alone, it can begin the process 
of changing your life," said 
Elaine Cairns, spokeswoman 
for the association. 


Reading skills are used eve¬ 
ryday by everyone. We read 
bottles of medicine, road signs, 
memos, newspapers and com¬ 
puter screens. Even television 
ads use the printed word. With¬ 
out basic skills, life can be 
confusing and frustrating.

Table

When you live on a family farm you need all the help 
you can get. Occasional visitors might be asked to "run 
out and dig a few potatoes", "how are you at trimming 
hedges and cutting lawns?", "would you mind watering 
those geraniums?", "can you shut off the pump?". Regu¬ 
lar visitors, like Ralph's brother Julien, really get into the 
hard stuff. He drives the grain truck, takes on major 
building and landscaping projects, builds and paints 
fences, plants trees, tiles bathrooms. He is more than a 
visitor really. He is a Godsend. 

Our children grew up knowing that there is no "off 
season" on the farm. Calving leads into spring work and 
gardening which leads into spraying and haying which 
leads into harvest and fall work which leads into wean¬ 
ing and feeding which leads to calving... 

There were, of course, some breaks in there, like 
Christmas and perhaps a picnic, so in an effort to put a 
little more recreation in our schedule we began to 
declare some farm holidays. We have, The Festival of the 
Calves, which falls about mid June and involves a lot of 
noise, mud and blood. The guest list for this is fairly 
large. My sister Donna, her husband Jack and their 
children, Lee and Kate are often present, our son Mark 
has never missed it and our daughter-in-law Dree and 
daughter Kirsten are usually here as well. For some 
reason the rest of the guest list changes from year to 
year. It has all the excitement of a Mexican Fiesta 


without the Mariachis Band and the Matador. 
The celebrants dress in their oldest clothes and 
events include, creek leaping, calf wrestling, 
fence climbing, noise tolerance tests and two or 
three other events that ladies may talk about 
but don't put in writing. Actually since Ralph 
and I have begun using those little rubber rings 
one of the more colorful events has been can¬ 
celled. This festival ends with a barbeque and 
one or two angry cows tramping through the 
yard because their children were sorted into a 
different pasture than they were. 

The Pea Picking Party is a much more restful 
event that can involve even the less athletic 
members of the family and if conditions are right 
and a gentle breeze cools the covered porch, soft 
conversation and laughter prevails. Our chil¬ 
dren remember pea shelling time as some of the 
best conversations they had with their Grand¬ 
ma’s. 1 don’t think Auntie Marie has ever missed 
a Pea Shelling Party. There are usually three or 
four to a season. Light refreshments are served. 

Potato Planting used to be a big event but 
with the kids all away from home we don’t plant 
as many as we used to and so of course there are 
not as many to dig. Carrots are a big favorite in 
this family and we plant them with a seeder so 
we plant a lot and we use a lot, and that brings 
us to the Festival OfThe Carrots. 

This Festival is usually held on the last 
weekend in September and planned around the 
weather and the availability of a crew. First the 
carrots are hand dug and then they are trimmed 
just below the crown so that they will not begin 
to grow in storage. The carrots are hauled by 
wheelbarrow to a clean lawn where they are 
washed in warm water and spread to dry on the 
deck. When they are fully dried they are packed 


into plastic bags and put in storage. 

While the outside crew is digging and wash¬ 
ing the inside crew is preparing a meal that 
begins with roast beef (no vegetarians in this 
family) and then consists mostly of carrots in 
various forms. Johnny Appleseed thought ap¬ 
ples were versatile, well they have nothing on 
carrots. Carrot soup begins the meal ana it's 
delicious. Cooked carrots and rice are run 
through the blender and added to a milk base. 
The recipe is from Ralph’s sister Alice. I make a 
carrot casserole that is so good that 1 have never 
taken it to a potluck without having at least two 
people ask for the recipe. There is cheese and 
onion and Ritz biscuits in it and that recipe 
came from Robbie Lentz who brought the dish to 
a Contemporary Graphics dinner. The Golden 
Glow salad has been made ahead from lemon 
Jello, pineapple and grated carrots. Recipe cour¬ 
tesy Auntie Georgia. Our daughter Kirsten makes 
the carrot pickles from a recipe we got from 
Nellie Davies. For dessert we have carrot pie, 
from my Mom’s recipe and we like it better than 
pumpkin. If the cooking crew has been really 
industrious there may be carrot cake for later 
and we have had carrot sticks and dip in place 
of the carrot soup. We haven’t done carrot juice 
yet but, one of these days. Steamed carrot 
pudding is not served at the Festival. It is served 
only at Christmas. 

Attendance has been falling off at these farm 
based festivities. Do you suppose the partici¬ 
pants have discovered that there is more work 
involved than there is recreation? Maybe we 
should extend the guest list? Maybe we should 
sell tickets?

times mystical event. This pat¬ 
tern is changing, more indi¬ 
viduals and their families are 
sharing the death experience 
in the same home where they 
have shared their living expe¬ 
riences. One of the main goals 
of Palliative Care is to help 


individuals, with a terminal ill¬ 
ness, live comfortably until they 
die and help (he family live 
with them as they are dying. 

What does Palliative Care 
mean? Palliative care offers 
compassionate care in a calm 
environment to those individu¬ 


als for whom treatment aimed 
at cure and prolongation of life 
is no longer appropriate but for 
whom treatment aimed at im¬ 
proving the quality of remain¬ 
ing life is the primary objec¬ 
tive. Palliative care oilers thera¬ 
peutic services designed to 


address the physical, social, 
psychological and spiritual 
needs of dying individuals and 
their families. The individual 
and family members direct the 
care rather than facility sched¬ 
ules and routines controlling 
normal client care.

At one time or another we will 
all need to consider quality of 
life for ourselves or our loved 
ones. If you have any further 
questions about Palliative 
Care, call your local District 
Health Services.

Didsbury Bottle Depot 
celebrates anniversary

The owners and staff of the 
Didsbury Bottle Depot will 
mark their first full year of 
operation on November 2. 

Owners Perry and Barb 
Aarts and staffers Lynn 
Samoisette, Bibs Doyle and 
Matt Keating, have introduced 
a new product line and a new 
look since taking over opera¬ 
tions last November. They now 
offer specialty bottled iced tea 
in two new flavors (raspberry 
and peach), along with a com¬ 
plete selection of Mister Soft 
Drink beverages and sparkling 
spring water. The depot is 
equipped to sell ice and mix in 
individual orparty-sized quan¬ 
tities. 

The completion of a covered 
sheltering enclosure at the 
entrance to the depot means 
no more unloading in the wind, 
rain or snow. 

Located two blocks north of 
Fountain tire, (directly east of 
the Alberta Wheat Pool eleva¬ 
tor), the bottle depot is one 
door south of the Lions Recy¬ 
cling Centre. Aarts and 
Samoisette agreed the proxim¬ 
ity of the recycling centre is a 
boon for both parties who main¬ 
tain an excellent association, 
directing customers back and 
forth as the situation dictates. 


Customers who bring in non- 
refundable items such as out 
of province beverage contain¬ 
ers (which the recycling centre 
will accept), arejustafewsteps 
away from their second stop. 

In addition to accepting con¬ 
tainer deposit items (soft 
drinks, fruit drinks, fruit and 
vegetable juices, water, liquor, 
non alcoholic beer, wine and 
coolers, import beer, and tea 
and coffee drinks), the bottle 
depot is also a drop off base for 
egg cartons. The egg cartons 
are re-sold locally for three 
cents apiece, and all profits are 
donated to STARS. To date, the 
depot has collected over $100 
which they plan to present to 
STARS on the anniversary of 
their first year of operation. 

"We're fast and efficient,” 
Samoisette said, adding that 
customer “buzz" was uniformly 
positive. 

The pace can be hectic on 
occasion, but Aarts, who en¬ 
tered the bottle recycling busi¬ 
ness after well over a decade of 
work in the oil patch, enjoys 
his work immensely. 

"I enjoy meeting the people,” 
Aarts said. 

Hours of operation at the 
Didsbury Bottle Depot are: 
Tuesday through Friday- 10 
a.m. to 5:30 p.m. and Satur¬ 
days from 9 to 5.

What are business revitali¬ 
zation zones (BRZs) and why 
do we have one here in down¬ 
town Didsbury? lhe local BRZ 
was formed in 1993 in response 
to a vote by the local downtown 
business community. lhe BRZ 
was legally formed by an act of 
the Town Council which [“ 
passed a series ofby-laws in 
accordance with the munici¬ 
pal legislation in effect at 
that time. The relevant leg¬ 
islation is now known as the 
Municipal GovcmmentACT 
or MGA). The local down- I— 
town business community 
felt it desirable to form the BRZ 
in order to take more control of 
downtown's future and place 
that control in the hands of the 
people most affected - the 
downtown business people 
themselves. In some other lo¬ 
calities a BRZ is known as a 
self-levying cooperative busi¬ 
ness organization. The self- 
levying description refers to the 
fact that these organizations 
are empowered by provincial 
legislation to charge and col¬ 
lect a levy to its own members, 
the proceeds of which are col¬ 
lected and utilized by the BRZ 
in order to enhance the envi- 
ronmentfor all its members. A 
BRZ is not a voluntary or op¬ 
tional club or ass(x iation and 
theTown is obligated to charge 
and collect this levy from all 
member businesses. lhe gen¬ 
eral purpose of a BRZ is to 
enhance the downtown envi¬ 
ronment in order to improve 
business.

Local students given opportunity to study abroad

Qualified high school students are offered a unique 
opportunity to spend an academic year or summer holiday 
in Scandinavia, Germany, France, Switzerland, Britain, 
Holland, Spain, Portugal, the Czec and the Slovak 
Republics, Poland, Mexico, Brazil, Japan, Thailand, 
Australia, New Zealand or the United States as part of the 
ASSE International Student Exchange Program, said 
Karen Kampen, Mountain Coordinator for ASSE-Canada. 

"Until a few years ago, only a fortunate few could afford to 
spend a school year or summer abroad.

The non-profit, public benefit ASSE International Student 
Exchange Program is affiliated with Finnish Ministries of 
Education, is approved by the Australian and New Zealand 
Departments of Education and works in cooperation with 
the Provincial and Territorial Ministries of Education in 
Canada. 


ASSE also provides opportunities for Canadian families to 
host a student from another country and culture. With 
ready assistance from local area representatives, Canadian 
host families can experience a new adventure by adding an 
ASSE exchange student to their daily family living. "This 
is an excellent way for a family to become aware of other 
cultures and countries and a wonderful means of enriching 
the lives of the children in the family with a new brother or 
sister from a country they may only read about in school", 
said Kampen.

After witnessing the tragic 
ordeal of a toddler whose fin¬ 
gers were caught and pierced 
by the pointed teeth of an esca¬ 
lator step, and learning of a 
second similar incident, also 
in Calgary only days afterward, 
Carol Natyshen knows how 
potentially dangerous these 
moving stairs can be. 

The escalator involved in the 
incident Natyshen witnessed 
is located at the Calgary 
Deerfoot Mall. The accident 
occurred a little over one month 
ago. 

A two-year-old girl who 
broke free from her mother’s 
grasp fell at the base of the 
escalator. Natyshen, only a few 
feet away heard the child’s ter¬ 
rified screams, but like others 
in the immediate area, was 
powerless to help. 

Within minutes a mall 
worker was on the scene, but 
two fruitless efforts to reverse 
the direction of the escalator 
only served to further jam the 
child’s finger more deeply into 
the sharp edges of the step. 
The mall staffer stepped back 
with the others gathered near 
the child, awaiting the arrival 
of emergency crews. A section 
of the steps was cut out around 
the child’s entangled flesh with 
steel cutters. The metal step 
portion which pierced the 
child’s fingers remained em¬ 
bedded until the child reached 
the emergency hospital unit. 

The little girl was heroically 
calm during most of the or¬ 
deal, but Natyshen said the 
entire episode need never have 
happened. 

While she agrees that par¬ 
ents of children should hold a 
child’s hand when riding an 
escalator, loose laces or an 
untimely fall could spell seri¬ 
ous misfortune for toddlers. 
She is lobbying for changes to 


cautious than city dwellers to 
Natyshen who said city resi¬ 
dents are “so used" to escala¬ 
tors they have become some¬ 
what blase. 

"Something needs to be 
done," Natyshen said, adding 
that she hoped the incident 
would not simply be forgotten 
without action being taken.
